May we share with you some 


thoughts about the newspaper 
business as pointed out by a 
veteran editor? He is John S. 
Knight, chief of the Knight 
newspaper chain and editor of 
the Detroit Free Press. Mr. 
Knight made his observation 
after a nostalgic visit to the 
convention of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors in 
Washington recently. He wrote, 
in part: 


"A great deal of talk centered 


upon the media's loss of 
credibility, due perhaps in large 
part to attacks by the vice 
president and disgruntled public 
officials. We should, I think, 
accept 
such 
criticism 


philosophically 
while 
en- 


deavoring to set the record 
straight at all times. 


"An editor, who must or should 


take vigorous editorial positions 
on the great issues of the day, is 
not meant to be loved. If he seeks 
affection and popularity, he 
should be in public relations. 
Newspapermen who formulate 
policy have a commitment to 
truth. The unvarnished truth is 
frequently unplesant reading 
since it often differs from the 
reader's preconceived notions of 
what the truth should be. 


"At times, I fear, what is 


popularly known as the press 
media, provide, through their 
own lack of commitment and 
perception, some inexcusable 
transgressions upon the code of 
truth and accuracy. In these 
instances, cirticism is certainly 
merited and should not be 
dismissed with lofty 
disdain 


from the ivory tower. 


"We do more than edure the 


shafts and arrows of our critics. 
Critical comment is carefully 
evaluated as to its veracity, 
pertinence and justification. It 
overcomes smugness, helps to 
keep us alert. 


"As one Knight newspaper 


editor expressed it so aptly: As 
long as we have men such as 
those guiding our newspapers- 
men who are sometimes proud, 
sometimes ashamed, and never 
satisfied, 
we 
will 
make 


tomorrow's newspaper better 
than today."—Jackson (Miss.)

Nat'l Freight 
Car Pool Is 
R.R. Goal

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


Amtrak under their belts, the 
nation's railroads are plugging 
in Congress for a national 
freight car pool backed by a 
federally guaranteed bank loan. 


Rid of their unprofitable pas- 


senger trains, the railroads are 
trying to save more money by 
backing a bill to provide a fleet 
of freight cars to be rented by 
shippers or carriers when indi- 
vidual railroads find their own 
supply is short. 


Boxcar shortages have pla- 


gued rail shippers for years, es- 
pecially in the Midwest and 
West. Railroads claim 
they 


can't afford to build new cars, 
and some find it cheaper to pay 
penalties for using the cars of 
other companies for months 
and even years at a time. 


In one celebrated incident, 


freight cars allegedly missing 
from Perm Central were found 
painted over and claimed by a 
small Midwestern railroad. 


The railroads are lobbying 


for one of several freight car 
bills sponsored by Sen. Warren 
G. Magnuson, Senate Com- 
merce Committee chairman. 


The measure would set up a 


nonprofit National Freight Car 
Corp., which would offer for 
leasing to railroads a fleet of 
new, 
general service freight 


cars. 


Free of control by the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission, 
the corporation would receive 
initial funding of between $10 
million and $30 million to be 
raised from a 50 cents per car 
per day surcharge paid by rail- 
roads now using other com- 
panies' cars. 
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72 Britons 
Die in Yugo 
Air Crash 
RIJEKA, Yugoslavia (AP) - 


A two-week Adriatic holiday 
ended before it started Sunday 
night in death for 72 British 
tourists 
aboard 
a 
Yugoslav 


charter jetliner that crashed 
and burned as it was landing at 
Rijeka airport. 


A Yugoslav family of three 


also was killed, the organizers 
of the tour said, but the Yugos- 
lav tour director and the four 
Yugoslav crew members es- 
caped. 
The crew 
members 


were slightly injured. 


It was the worst air disaster 


in Yugoslavia since September, 
1966, 
when a British charter 


plane crashed near Ljubljana, 
killing 98 holidaying Britons. 


The plane Sunday was a twin- 


jet TU134, built in the Soviet 
Union and flown by Yugos- 
lavia's Aviogenex line. It had 
flown a load of British tourists 
from Split to Gatwick airport, 
30 miles south of London, and 
was landing with the new group 
of tourists at the airport on the 
island of Krk, 20 miles south of 
this port on the northern Adr- 
iatic. 


Airport 
officials 
said 
the 


skies were overcast and there 
had been rain, but weather con- 
ditions were suitable for a nor- 
mal landing. Witnesses said the 
plane landed and taxied about 
200 yards. Then the left wing 
broke off and the plane slewed 
around 
180 degrees, flipped 


over and caught fire. A series 
of explosions followed. 


Authorities said the passen- 


gers were held in their seats by 
their seat belts and burned to 
death, but the crew escaped be- 
cause the control cabin broke 
off and did not burn. 


The only surviving passenger, 


Jrajko Sarajcic of thevYugo- 
tours agency, said when he felt 
the plane breaking up, he un- 
buckled his safety belt and ran 
toward a crack in the tail, call- 
ing in English for others to fol- 
low him. 


Meanwhile, the plane was in 


darkness and the passengers 
began to panic. A man shouted 
that everyone should be calm, 
the survivor continued, and at 
once the passengers fell silent. 
But apparently no one followed 
Sarajcic, who got out through 
the break in the fuselage. 


The 
Yugoslav 
passengers 


killed were a professor at Zagr- 
eb university, his wife and 5- 
year-old daughter. They got 
aboard because a British fami- 
ly of three canceled their pas- 
sage at the last minute.

among those killed.

Death Ship 
Probed for 
11 Missing 


VANCOUVER, B.C. (AP) — 


Searchers comb the blackened 
interior 
of 
the 
Norwegian 


cruise ship Meteor for signs of 
11 missing crew members to- 
day while the Norwegian con- 
sulate begins an investigation 
into the shipboard fire that 
killed 21 other crewmen. 


The 67 passengers aboard the 


300-foot vessel escaped without 
injury early Saturday when a 
fire began in the forward com- 
partment housing crew mem- 
bers. Most survivors described 
their evacuation as calm and 
routine and praised the crew. 


The ship came into Van- 


couver harbor Sunday after- 
noon, listing to port but show- 
ing little evidence of damage. 
The bodies of 14 crewmen were 
brought to Vancouver by tug 
early Sunday and searchers 
found 
seven 
other 
bodies 


aboard the ship after it reached 
port. The ship had carried a 
crew of 91. 


Representatives of the Cana- 


dian Department of Transport 
and Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police went aboard as soon as 
the ship reached dry dock. Re- 
porters 
were 
not 
allowed 


aboard nor were they permitted 
to speak to the captain, identi- 
fied by the ship's owners as A. 
Morner. 


Tor Virding, Norwegian vice 


consul in Vancouver, said the

4 Hurt by 
Tornado in 
N. Arkansas

Four persons were injured, 


none seriously, Sunday night as 
a tornado destroyed the home 
of Mike Miller in the Hill Creek 
community nine miles north- 
east of Morrilton. 


The tornado was only part of 


the turbulent weather reported 
over the state. 


There was a confirmed sight- 


ing of a tornado south of Fort 
Smith and a resident of an area 
north of Alma reported seeing 
a funnel cloud aloft. A funnel 
cloud was also reported near 
Harmony north of Clarksville. 


High winds blew the porch off 


the home of Mrs. Arthur Atkin- 
son in the Shady Grove Com- 
munity about 15 miles north- 
west of Conway. Heavy rain 
and winds up to 40 miles an 
hour were reported at Conway. 


Earlier in the evening, high 


winds damaged trees and pow- 
er lines and blew over a chick- 
en house near Mena. 


Van Buren reported marble- 


sized hail.

Disaster in Public 
Housing Spells Out 
as Mansions for Poor

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


plan to demolish the Pruitt-Igoe 
public housing project in St. 
Louis has spawned a vision of 
160,000 townhouses for the dis- 
lodged poor. 


A proposal to raze the still 


unpaid for but largely aban- 
doned project in the heart of St. 
Louis' slums has been sitting 
since January on the desk of 
Secretary of George Romney of 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 


Hammered out by housing of- 


ficials and community groups, 
the plan calls for construction 
of townhouses for 900 families 
where Pruitt-Igoe's 15-year-old 
concrete high rises now stand. 


By 
themselves, 
the 
tow- 


nhouses would cost about $20 
million, or about $20,000 per 
unit. 


But 
demolition 
of

Igoe's 33 slablike buildings- 
most of them now concrete

Ex-Sen. Dodd 
British 
Consul Is 
Dies at 64 


Kidnaped 


ROSARIO, Argentina (AP) - 


Twenty-four hours after the ab- 
duction of the honorary British 
consul in Rosario, Argentine 
authorities were today without 
word of the intentions of the 
leftist terrorist 
group which 


carried out the first political 
kidnaping in Argentina in 12 
months. 


A communique left 
in 
a 


downtown bar by the Revolu- 
tionary Army of the People 
said Stanley E.M. Sylvester, 58, 
would be "at the disposition of 
popular justice." There was no 
mention of any ransom. 


With the communique was 


Sylvester's identification card. 


The communique linked Syl- 


vester's abduction to the second 
anniversary of the death of 
Luis Norberto Blanco, 15, a 
leftist killed in a gun battle 
with police here in 1969. 


Sylvester, a director of the 


Swift meat packing company in 
Argentina, was seized Sunday 
outside his home by 
three 


armed men who forced him 
into a car. The car was later 
found abandoned a few blocks 
away and identified as stolen. 


Three thousand police fanned 


out through this city of one mil- 
lion persons to hunt the terror- 
ists. The government of Santa 
Fe province announced it was 
taking "all possible measures" 
to find the kidnapers and to 
free Sylvester. 


It was the first kidnaping by 


the Revolutionary Army, which 
has lately become Argentina's 
most active leftist group. Two 
other terror groups carried out 
kidnapings last year. Former 
President Pedro Aramburu was 
abducted May 29 by a group 
known as the Montoneros and 
was murdered. The Argentine 
Liberation Front in March, 
1970, held Paraguayan Consul 
Waldemar Sanchez for 
four 


days and then released him. 


The Revolutionary Army, a 


Trotskyite Communist organi- 
zation, has been strengthened 
in recent months by followers 
of the late revolutionary leader 
Ernesto "Che" Guevara and 
leftist supporters of ex-dictator 
Juan D. Peron. 


OLD LYME, Conn. (AP) — 


Former Sen. Thomas D. Dodd, 
D-Conn., whose 1967 censure by 
the Senate for alleged misuse 
of campaign funds led to his 
political downfall, died Monday 
of a heart attack. 


Dodd, who turned 64 last 


Wednesday, was "enjoying a 
quiet evening at home" when 
he collapsed, according to his 
daughter, Martha Bonnano. 


"He died 
instantly," 
she 


added. 


She said there had been no 


indication he was in ill health, 
but he had suffered a heart at- 
tack in June 1970. 


Joseph Barbarette, press aide 


for Dodd during his last term 
in the Senate, said, however, 
Dodd had told him in a serious 
moment a week ago: "I'm not 
going to live very long." 


Dodd planned to reregister 


with the Democratic party this 
week but had no definite plans 
of seeking public office again, 
-aid Bar^rette. 


Dodd, first elected to the Sen- 


ate in 1958 after serving two 
terms in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, was censured by the 
Senate in 1967 for allegedly us- 
ing at least $6,083 in campaign 
funds for personal purposes. 


He staunchly maintained he 


had done nothing wrong, and he 
noted that he was never 
charged 
with 
any criminal 


wrongdoing. 


He decided against seeking 


the Democratic nomination for 
re-election to a third term last 
year and ran as an independent 
in the general election, placing 
third behind Republican Lowell 
P. Wicker Jr., the winner, and 
Democrat Joseph Duffey. 


His independent candidacy, 


he said, was to give the voters 
of Connecticut an opportunity 
to decide his guilt or innocence 
on the Senate censure. 


There was some speculation 


that he was thinking about run- 
ning for the House next year. 


Dodd was a giant in the cam- 


paign for stricter gun controls 
and a strong anti-Communist 
crusader, warning against U.S. 
support for Fidel Castro in the 
days when the Cuban prime 
minister was still leading a 
small band of ragged revolu- 
tionaries in the hills.

ASH FLAT, Ark. (AP)—Two 


armed men abducted an Ash 
Flat bank official and his fami- 
ly and then robbed the bank of 
an estimated $25,000 late Sun- 
day night, police said this morn- 
ing. 


State Police said Boyd Car- 


penter, 50, president of the 
Bank of Ash Flat, and his wife, 
Maxine, and their daughter, 
Lou Ann, 18, were left tied up 
in their car near Rector, more 
than 100 miles from Ash Flat. 
They were unharmed. 


Officers said the two men, 


thought to be in their late 20s, 
wore nylon hose as masks. The 
men had a pistol and a rifle, 
authorities said. 


Police said the men entered 


the Carpenter home about 8:30 
Sunday night. One of the men 
took Carpenter to the bank 
about midnight and the other 
took Mrs. Carpenter and Miss 
Carpenter to Boydsville near 
Rector. 


After taking the money from 


the bank, the gunman and Car- 
penter drove to Boydsville, au- 
thorities said. 


A spokesman said the gun- 


men left the Carpenters tied up 
in a car at Boydsville. They re- 
portedly took the car keys and 
disconnected the battery to pre- 
vent the Carpenters from using 
the car horn.

Neomi and Ilkay Demir, both 
university students in their ear- 
ly 20s. The seven other men 
named as suspects also were 
students. 


Two of the men, Ertugrul 


Kurkcu and Yusuf Kupeli, are 
veterans of radical, anti-Ameri- 
can youth movements. 


As the troops and

pressed a house-to-house search 
for the killers, the government 
reportedly was considering an 
extension of martial law in sev- 
eral provinces. Martial law was 
imposed for one month in 11 
provinces on April 26 after 
months of escalating terrorist 
activity.

est jobs in bridge is that un- 
dertaken by Alfred Dormer, 
Tannah Hirsch, Tom Smith 
and Steve Becker. They at- 
tempt to analyze what will 
happen when a 100,000 pairs 
play the hands in the contin- 
ent-wide charity game." 


Jim: "It is tough enough 


to guess what will happen 
when a hand is played just 
twice in a team game. Let's 
show some of the hands in 
the column, placing declarer 
in the South." 


Oswald: "The panel takes 


a rather safe stand with to- 
day's hand and suggests that 
p r a c t i c a l l y every South 
player will wind up in hearts.

The next day she put in a 


claim under her homeowner's in- 
surance policy. But the company 
refused to pay off, on the ground 
that the car showed no "visible 
marks" of burglary, as required 
by her policy. 


Undeterred, Ethel filed suit. 
"It is true there were no marks 


on the car door," she said in 
court. "Probably the thief got in 
with a master key or a coat 
hanger. But the fact remains that 
my bracelet was stolen. The com- 
pany is trying to hide behind a 
technicality." 


Nevertheless, the court turned 


down her claim. The judge said 
an insurance company has the 
right to put reasonable 
limita- 


tions into its policy, adding: 


"A person gets what he pays 


for, whether it be insurance pro- 
tection or anything else." 


The 
requirement of "visible 


marks" is common in burglary in- 
surance. One purpose is to lessen 
the chance of an "inside job," in 
which a policyholder reports a 
theft that never really happened. 


On the other hand, a policy 


may provide coverage even for 
an unlocked car, provided it is 
not 
left 
"unattended." 
In one 


case, a TV set was stolen from an 
unlocked car, which the owner 
had 
left at the curb for only 


about five minutes. 


Trying later to collect insur- 


ance, he argued that this was too 
brief a time to make the car 
"unattended." But again, a court 
denied the claim. The court said 
even five minutes of opportunity 
is enough to tempt a thief. 


Similar problems of. interpreta^ 


lion may arise in the burglary of 
a building. One case involved the 
picking of a lock on a grocery 
store. To meet the requirement 
of "visible marks," the grocer 
pointed out that scratches on the 
lock, made by burglar's tools, 
could be seen microscopically. 


Were such marks "visible"? A 


court decided they were indeed, 
and made the insurance company 
pay for the loss. The judge said 
"visible" meant able to be seen 
rather than actually seen. The 
microscope, he said, merely made 
clearer what was already there.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I have a 


lot and garden and don't like 
weeds, so I work some, but 
if I don't stop at the first 
warning and get to the house 
and to a chair I get consid- 
erable pain in my chest and 
right arm and generally up 
my left arm, too.

Dear Reader—Fain in the

WASHINGTON (AP) - Dep- 


uty Atty. Gen. Richard G. 
Kleindienst today urged 
the 


Senate to reject a proposed $5,- 
000 limitation on individual con- 
tributions to candidates for fed- 


eral office. 


He said 
full disclosure of 


campaign contributions, not a 
dollar ceiling, is the way to 
guard against political corrup- 
tion. 


"Timely publicity would per- 


mit the voter to decide whether 
a candidate's sources of sup- 
port affe unduly concentrated or 
otherwise suspect," Kleindienst 
said in testimony prepared for 
the Senate elections subcom- 
mittee. 


He was the leadoff witness at 


hearings on a bill to limit 


media spending by candidates 
for President, the Senate and 
House, to plug loopholes in dis- 
closure of their campaign fi- 
nancing, and to provide tax 
credits or deductions for small 
contributions. 


Kleindienst 
generally 
en- 


dorsed the measure of the type 
of 
comprehensive legislation 


called for by President Nixon 
last year when he vetoed a bill 
limiting broadcast spending. 


However, Kleindienst called 


for a number of changes in ad- 
dition to striking the contribu- 


tion ceiling. He recommended 
repeal of the existing provision 
which 
requires 
broadcasters 


give equal time to minor party 
candidates as allowed major 
party candidates. 


The bill would change this 


only as it applies to presiden- 
tial and vice presidential candi- 
dates. But Kleindienst said it 
should apply to Senate and 
House races as well. "Every 
argument 
supporting limited 


repeal supports total repeal," 
he testified.

The bill limits spending on 


radio and TV broadcasts to five

candidate's use of campaign 
funds for personal purposes and 
said violations should be pun- 
ishable by imprisonment.
